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THE EVALUATION OF NEW GLADIOLUS VARIETIES 


_ After nearly thirty years of testing new varieties of gladiolus, I am still of the 
opinion that we cannot give, much definite information, about any new variety, until 
it has been widely grown and tested, in the many sections of our country where 
glads are grown, extensively, under many and varied conditions of soil, and climate 
and all other factors that go to produce growing environments, for the commercial 
culture of our favorite flower. 

Different soil types have much to do with performance, as has moisture, feed- 
ing, under drainage, and many other things that enter into good cultural methods. 
A new variety may give exceptional performance, when grown in one type soil, and 
produce negative results in another soil, in the same section of the country, I re- 
member, one of our best known growers telling me a few years ago, something along 
this line, he said he knew two well known west coast glad. growers, both highly 
exporienced, and having ideal soil and climate for glads, one of them had excep- 
tional results with the variety ‘Beacon’ while the other never did have satisfactory 
results with the same variety. 

We have found this to be true, as we have used a very wide range of soil, not 
only in one state, but in a number of states, and I know from long experience that 
no matter, how sincere we may be in reporting a new variety, all such reports are 
subject jo greatly altered views, after several more years of growing and of wider 
dissemination and larger available stocks. 

Outside of the ‘average’ comments, we make in catalog, which are not en- 
tirely our own, but also the ideas of others, we will not stress the value of any new 
variety too much, until we have much more definite information about such a 
variety, and this all sums up, until there is considerable increase, some years after 
intrcduction, your best bet, now as in the past, is to do your own testing. This 
may be accomplished, by buying small quantities, of medium sized, new varieties, each 
year, and growing them under your own conditions, I say medium sizes because if 
any commercial will not produce in a satisfactory manner from good medium bulbs, 
it should be regarded with some doubts. You also get your best idea of bulblet 
production, from the use of medium bulbs, for if they are ‘young’ stock they were 
likely grown from bulblets or very smal! planters, so will average the best in bulblet 
production, as well as in good average performance as ‘cutters.’ 

We are now growing bulbs both in the north and the deep south, so I will be 
in a much more favorabie position, to make “COMPARATIVE REPORTS” by an- 
other year, as we will test many varieties, both in western New York, where we 
have been in production for about thirty years, and here in Central Florida, where 
' TI have been arranging, proper locations for several years past. - 

A new variety that is highly ‘toted’ in the north, may prove a dismal flop here 
in the south, from where I am preparing this copy. It will be,my aim and object 
to give very careful, consideration to each and every test, of course here in Florida 
most glads, grown in the fall and early winter are grown under irrigation, and 
largely in warm sandy soils, so much different than many soil types used in the 
north, and where conditions are radically different than here. 

In the north a very wide range of soil types are used, in particular in the 
northeast, which is hill country, some gladiolus varieties, can be grown for many 
years in pure muck soils that are well drained, and properly fertilized, but there 
are other varieties, that would result in failure of crops if they were propagated 
any length of time in the same soil conditions, some varieties, can be subjected to 
much ‘wetter’ soil conditions than can another variety, it is all these local factors, 
on each farm, that largely determine, what new variety will perform in a satisfactory 
manner for you, if you grow the new variety, under much the same conditions, 
under which it has so far given its most promising results, than perhaps you will 
experience similar results. 

I expect to have much to report for north and south, performance by next year.

We will include under this head, most any subject that pertains to the growing, 
culture, and marketing of the gladiolus, in both northern and southern sections 
of the country, I expect to have considerable to report, in our next years, catalog,

for growing in the deep south, and stand such (tight bud) cutting that ship so 
well, that produce such long well built spikes from even medium size belbs, and 
that open so well after a long shipment, and when they have been cut with such 
‘green buds’ that most varieties, would prove a failure under identical conditions, 
that is why I have so much confidence in most of the True Picardy sports. 


My present Florida residence and farms are located near Tampa, and in an 
area, having a very high degree of frost protection, and not far from Clearwater 
and other cut flower, growing areas, so I will be in a good location for growing and 
reporting on new varieties as well as old varieties, I plan on growing many new 
seedlings and hybrids in Florida, as well as many other kinds of bulbs for retail 
and wholesale production. 


Our northern bulb crops have been grown near Hamburg, N. Y. where we have 
been in production for about thirty years, this location is south of Buffalo, and 
near to the shore of Lake Erie. We again show our location, with a map which is 
printed on the last page of this catalog. 


DISINFECTING AND SPRAYING GLADIOLUS 


LYSOL TREATMENT—one teaspoon lysol to 1 quart of water. 
(4) Tablespoons of Lysol,—3 gallons of water. 


(1) One pint Lysol, with 25 gallons of water, if you can have the water some- 
what warm (not hot) the action will be much quicker, soak bulbs about six hours, 
we have soaked twelve hours with no harmful results, but different varieties may 
have different re-actions. Best to plant before fully dry. We use CRESOL in the 
same manner as Lysol. Use about three times then renew. 


SPRAYING AND SPRAY SOLUTION; Perhaps the best is ‘‘Tartar Emetic, ob- 
tainable at most any drug store or drug company. Formula for small quantity is— 
1 oz. Tartar Emetic, (about 4% level teaspoons) with 2 ounces of brown sugar, to 
three gallons of water, or any multiple of this quantity for larger amounts. Spraying 
may start when plants are four to five inches tall, and once a week is ample unless 
there are indications of thrip, when two weekly sprayings are more desirable, we 
have not been required to spray our plantings, for many years, simply due to pre- 
cautions as given in our “Thrip Control Bulletin.’’ 


NOTE—yYou may substitute, for the sugar (molasses or corn syrup) use about 
three tablespoons in place of the two ounces of sugar.

SOIL MULCHING AND SOIL MULCHES; There has much been written, in 
recent years regarding soil mulches, and it seems to me, this plan has decided ad- 
vantages where the operator, has only a very small acreage and not a complete range 
of soil working equipment, from all my research along this line, and some of this has 
been along very unorthodox lines, we find that soil mulches of many kinds, are a 
very vital factor in increased crop production, and I think this also, very evident 
where no garden system of irrigation is available. 


With the proper material used in our mulch system, and this works best where 
we use intensive methods and plant more compactly and closely, in the row, Mulch- 
ing retards evaporation, keeps the soil cool, and of a more uniform temperature, 
it does not become as excessively hot as some soils, under mid-summer conditions. 
Under this moist and more uniform and even soil temperature, soil bacteria, whose 
function in nature is to make the inorganic, available to the plant, has a very favor- 
able, environment in which to work, increase and develop, as these conditions are 
the more ideal for friendly bacterial growth and expansion. If you try any kind 
of mulching, I suggest, that you try it out so you will have a check, so that you 
can clearly determine the advantages of mulch over ordinary cultivation, by plotting, 
a certain item, in one plot, and then by mulching one half and leaving the other 
half as a check, we can en see at a glance the advantages of good mulching of 
intensive crops. 


I have used commercial mulching paper, as well as other mulch materials. The 
pineapple growers, in Hawaii cover thousands of acres with a paper mulch, laid down 
with a machine for this purpose, we would like to hear reports, where mulches were 
used, and the results from using them.
